At its meeting held In Leiden In February, 1968, the Supervision Committee loid down 
the nature of the 13th Conference which it hod wished tne Secretariat to hove organised. 
The Conference was to be open to all National Unions wishing to participate in the 
activities of the International Student Conference and was to be o forum at which the 
structure and activities of the ISC would have been reorientated to meeting the needb • 
and ospirotions of the internatijanal student community. 

On the basis of the finonciol commitments made by the various National Unions and 
other fund ta-ncr-s, llie ISC Secretariat announced in November, 1968 thot the 13th 
Conference would take ploco in Salzburg, Austiio from February 18th • 27th, 1V69. 

At the end of January, 1969 when tha planning for the Conference was of a very 
odvonced stage, the Secretariat learnt thot a significant port of the funds committed 
for. the Conference would not be available. The Secretariat re-examined the budget of 
the Conferenco and reduced it:to its barest minimum, but there was still o deficit'dif 
abo ji S9,0Q0. Despite dm strenuous'efforts mode by the Secretariat :0nd hejp given by 
several Notional Unions, this deficit could not be covered. The estimatedraauctioa tn 
costs which could have been achieved by shortening the Conference wos {mufficienl 
to cover this deficit; Accordingly, the Secretariat jfelt that it wet Impossible to go 
ohcod with the plans for the Conference and decided to coll an urgent me e t i ng orthe 
Supervision Committee to disevits the situation.

The Supervision Committee met on 9th February, 1969 in Leiden end decided thet far . 
financ'd end tochnicol rcosorts it was not passrbls to hold the Conference os scheduled. 
During the length/ discussions which followed, the Committee sought to find some 
arrangements which would hove enabled the Conference to be held. Costs incurred In 
the pnsporotlon for the plonned Conference in Salzburg further reduced the funds 
ovailable ond the Supervision Committee was of the opinion that on/ reduction of travel 
grants would hove mode the holding of the Conference O meaningless exercise. Faced 
with tho undeniable reality of the Conference Fund, inadequate even to holding o 
Conference restricted to member unions ond bear Ira In mind the wishes of many ■loofcet 
organisations for o very braad-baied Conference, tne Supervision Committee reluctantly 
. come to the conclusion that no Conference could be held In the forseeoble future. 
However, the Supervision Committee noted with gratitude the financial support of SR, 
NSU, OH, PKPM, NUKS, DSF, SYL, NZUSA, NUAUS for the Conference. 

As o consequence of this decision the Supervision Committee turned to the examination 
of the viability of the International Student Conference continuing to operate at on 
institution for international student co-operation. This in rum led the Committee to 
examine the changes that have taken place in the international student community over 
the oast two years ond the present trend of developments among Notional Unions of 
Students.

greoter involvement in society is,~in the opinion of the Supervision Committee, a 
generally welcome advance it n drawn to the conclusion that it is the politico! develop- 
ments that have oedurred in the European and North American student scene that ora 
* - chiefly responsible for the International Student Conference being in the state it finds 
itself today. The politicisation of students in Asia, Africo and latin Americo has also 
progressed. However. Notional Unions of Students in these ore os hove continued to value 
the work and political orientation of the ISC and the changes in their attitudes to the 
International Student Conference that have occurred hove not been of the nature or 
.degree that could have led to the present situation. 

Notional Unions in Europe have been influenced in differing measure by the changing 
student mood and now at present it is not possible to create a consensus between those 
unions who over the years hove traditionally found the International Student Conference 
to be the most appropriate vehicle for the intemotionol contacts and multilateral 
co-operation. 

The Europeon Unions today are unable to ogree on such fundamental issues as their . 
approach to the purpose, functions or even structure of the Intemotionol Student > 

Conference. 1

The second group comprises those unions whose membership also believes shot students 
have a significant foie to play in the reformof society ond the olleviotion of its Ills, 
but whose approach is within the context of the present system, and who favour 
operating In the nature of political pressure groups. 

The third group consists of those unions whose membership subscribes to a "student as 
such" approach ond whose interests ond activities ore thereby confined strictly to 
those matters which involve the interests of students in their copacity as students. 

While the First radical group of Notional Unions is still a minority of the total. It has 
grown markedly in the post two yeors and the political trend in Europe is towards this 
pole. These unions, however, do not find I (useful to engage in'diologve with other 
unions who do not share their opprooeh to political Questions and student unionism. 
vEven the lorger middle group or "moderates" are unable' to effect a meaningful dialogue 
with the mere activist group. At the other end of the icde is the handful of unfora who 
v & >r still subscribe to t he orchoic ami outdated "students as such" concept and who thereby 
f." hove isolated themselves from dialogue with either of the other two groups. This has 
resulted in o general breakdown in the consensus that once was possible amongst the 
European member unions of the International Student Conference. Thus, In relation to 
the European National Unions it has bccome Jmpoistfale for the KC to ka_uclver*al end—

As a result of the breakdown of the consensus among the ISC union* fn Europe, the SC 
con no longer have a broad ond firm financial base. 

It is on unfortunate fact of International student life thot the finance for on organisation 
- t ou ch os the International Student Conferencop-fo-odministratfon and programme of 

activities must be raised with the help af unions in the developed countries, in Europe 
and North Americo. Unfortunately, a number of these unions who have tho possibility 
of providing financial support to on organisation which con benefit In a real way unions 
in the less developed countries are often motivated by notional considerations which 
are not infrequently otvarionce with the declared goals of the organisation. No . 
Incident could exemplify more clearly the powerleuness of the majority of the unions In 
the ISC who come from developing countries, unions who are not in a position to provide 
the finance necessary for the operation of the organisation, than the present situation. 

In recent yeon, for finance, the ISC has been dependent on the support of a handful of 
wealthy Notional Unions, some of which have evinced little interest in the feelings of 
* other members when they feel thot the organisation hat eeosed to serve their often 
.jt iselfish ends. The situation reached the stage late last yeorwhere one union, finding its 
c Wiens unacceptable, could by leaving the organisation and through its influence an 
|finoncio.l sources, ensure that the organisation was ultimately forced to wind up Its 
activities. The orrogance of power of rich countries in dealing with their less well-off 
counterparts is not uncommon in international organisations ond the recent history of tho 
Imernotion'ol Student Conference prmridei striking examples of this trait. 

On the bah of the finonciol evidence available, tho Supervision Committee recognised!;'- 
that the International Student Conference could no longer operate with a minimum 
time Secretariat offering the present range of services tor meeibar unions or having ar.jt 
meo tingful programme af activities, other than the IUEF activities.' this reolir - • “ 
despite the fact that in recent yean neither the Supervision Committee her the; 
hove spared any efforts In their search for fundi, demom t rates cleariy thatIst the 
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lime it it not feasible for a genuinely representative and independent international <g|g 
student cxgonitotion to exist. 

Having reached the conclusion that the International Student Conference could not ' 
continue to exist, the Supervision Committee turned to exomining ho* the financial 5 
responsibilities of the ISC could be mat. A deficit will be incurred in the operation of 
the ISC in 1969/69, while other costs will bo incurred in dissolving the Secretariat. 

These two elements exceed thn realisable reserves of the organisation, but it b hoped 
that die balance may be met given the co-operation of major donor countries. 

It should be noted that In the opinion of the Committee the additional deficit that 
would hove been incurred hod the 13th Conference been held could not hove been met 
and that to hove permitted a deficit to orbe would have been quite financially 
irresponsible. ■

It Is the belief of the Supervision Committee that genuine international student co¬ 
operation cannot bo based on short-term self-interest, but rather should hove as its 
objective the promotion of student and general welfare by aiming to implement the 
principles embodied in the United Nations Declaration of Human Rights. It rejects 
suggestions that it is desirable or even possible to revert to Isolationist policies in this 
oge of international inter-dependence. The benefits of international student 
co-operation hove been unequivocably demonstrated for all time and the future must 
hold the hope of renewed and extended co-operation on some basis yet to be determined. 
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
